When Mr. Stallard added a Welsh pig herd to his dairy 
farming activities, the first lot of baconers he sent to the 
factory were all graded F. Today, after five years of 
highly selective breeding, the picture has materially 
changed and 90 per cent AA+ is to be found on most of 
his grading sheets. In fact, one of his sows has so 
far farrowed seventy-eight pigs with not a single grade B 
amongst them! 


Mr. Stallard believes in bringing his pigs up the tough 
way. His sows farrow in outdoor pens, and his litters are 
likewise reared outside with access to Creep Feed Pellets 
in troughs, and are weaned according to progress, at about 
eight weeks. Gilts are handled a little more gently and 
farrow in specially designed south-facing pens.

Three Groups 

The ordinary shares I have chosen (see 
table) fall into three groups. Those in the 
first and largest section are all stocks of 
the highest investment status, enjoying a 
free market. The six companies by them- 
selves comprise a_ self-contained and 
reasonably balanced list. 

Returns offered are well below average. 
But the promise of well-maintained or 
increasing profits makes them desirable 
investments nevertheless. 

Slightly higher yields are obtainable 
from the second group of stocks. These 
are first class but smaller companies 
which should continue to do well. Their 
shares do not have quite the same follow- 
ing or marketability as the leaders. 

The last group consists of shares giving 
above average yields but having good 
long-term prospects. 

Lack of space means that a brief 
mention only can be given to the com- 
panies selected.

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THE EDITORS VIEWS 


The Victory At Tring 





O the Express Dairy 
Company is to end its 
six-day milk delivery 


experiment in Hertford- 

shire—and a good thing, 

too. We congratulate the 

local Tring branch of the 

National Farmer’s Union 
and all the others who have been up in arms, 
and prepared to take vigorous direct retaliatory 
action (that’s the nub of it). 

An article in this paper three weeks ago made the 
vital point that milk sales on Sundays were 20 
per cent above week-days. That highlighted 
the danger of this experiment, made at a par- 
ticularly inappropriate time when a mint of 
money was being spent to push liquid milk 
sales. 

Let everyone take note that this victory, and it is 
no less, was achieved because producers were 
prepared to fight back. This we must do on a 
far wider front. If we want to control our own 
destinies we must have a major stake in the 
retail outlet for other products, meat and eggs, 
for example, as well as milk. 


Attack The Best Defence 


This spirit of active self-defence is necessary all 
along the line in face of the general move by 
big business into the farming world. Let us 
get in on retailing as the chain stores talk of get- 
ting in on production. A marketing board, for 
instance, may in the circumstances of to-day be 
of little avail unless it can carry the fight right 
up to the consumer’s door. 

Make no mistake that big business is moving on 
a wide front into our world. Take heed of the 
news given in these pages last week that the 
great retail chain stores now plan to arrange 
their own egg production on a vast scale. Such 
a development is as potentially dangerous as it 
is inevitable, so long as our industry remains 
almost unorganized in a highly organized world. 

The fear is that producers may find themselves as 
inadequately paid workers under contract to 
outside financial interests who dictate price and 





specification but have scant regard for this in- 
dustry’s well-being. Not without reason has 
FARMER & STOCK-BREEDER been asking “ whose 
hands are on the purse strings? ” 

This newspaper is frankly apprehensive at the 
individual farmer’s position as a weak seller 
doing business with a strong buyer. This is 
said without suggesting that the big buyers are 
unscrupulous—only that they will drive the 
bargain to be expected when two parties are of 
such palpably unequal strength. 

There are special dangers in a contract which 
seeks to secure the major part, or even the 
whole, of any man’s output. For then he may 
find, as some growers have already found, that 
he is left high and dry if the big buyer decides 
to satisfy his needs elsewhere. 


A Danger To Beware Of 





Contract farming is not of itself bad. On the 
contrary, it will become increasingly common 
in the future. But there is danger, and real 
danger, in contracts made by individuals with 
a steadily decreasing number of larger and 
larger buyers. 

In face of this threat agriculture must organize 
its marketing to meet strength with strength, 
whether by way of board, commodity group 
or what you will. But merely to combine is 
not enough: we must get together to meet the 
needs of the market. 

For why has big business moved into farming? 
Because it sees profit in so doing. There is, 
however, another more disturbing reason: 
the big buyer has found it impossible to obtain 
the large quantities of properly graded 
goods that he wants in any other way. (And 
in passing could the Egg Board guarantee 
great numbers of eggs in the shops within 
48 hours of being laid?) 

The present threatening and rapidly changing 
situation calls for initiative and determination. 
We look for both from the N.F.U. in its 
promised marketing plan. We hope for help 
in this direction, as well as a fair settlement, in 
the Price Review.

Farm Storage 





In the face of an ever-increasing 
barley crop, I shall be surprised if 
something does not happen here. 
After oft-repeated urgings to self- 
sufficiency in feeding grains, a cut in 
price seems doubtful. What is more 
likely is that some arrangement will be 
announced, in principle at least, to en- 
courage people to store the grain on 
the farm, instead of rushing it on to 
the market in early autumn. 

I know talks on this subject have 
been going on and the Price Review 
White Paper would be an opportune 
means of announcing such an arrange- 


ment. We could well find differential 
payments to those who actually sell 
their crop, lower in autumn, highest 
the following spring, while leaving 
untouched the payment to the man 
who feeds all he grows. 


Unanswerable 





It will be the surprise of the Re- 
view if the standard price for beef does 
not go up. The case is unanswerable 
on two counts: we want more beef, 
which we shan’t get at present prices, 
and some of the pressure should be 
taken off milk. 

Many people have talked in terms of 
10s per live cwt on the standard price. 
That would cost £8m to £9m. I think 
that is more than the Government 
would agree to. But we can surely 
hope for 5s cr 7s 6d. 


an 
Modest Increase 





I expect a change equivalent 
to a modest increase in_ the 
guarantee on pigs, say, 3d and perhaps 
6d per score. A likely runner is a new 
plan to even out pig production, for 
which I have been pressing over a long 
period. 

World wheat supplies being what 
they are, another cut must be antici- 
pated. I hope, however. it will be 
more modest than the 8d of 1960. 
Threepence off is my surmise. And I 
rather fear another 2s 6d cut in the 
sugar beet price, with potatoes un- 
changed.

Progress Steady 





Type classification was started in 
April, 1960, and has so far been 
approached rather cautiously by 
breeders.

Russian Victory 

It seems to me that we have 
handed Mr. Kruschev another blood- 
less victory. His aim must certainly 
have been to crack the world price 
rather than to gain any quantity of 
foreign currency. And that’s just what 
he has done, forcing down U.S. and 
Canadian shipping prices and giving 
us a nasty jar earlier in the season as a 
consequence. 

Yet the actual quantity of Russian 
barley imported by us is relatively 
minute. Some 20,000 tons, or a little 
more, in all. And, worst of all, the 
threat of these imports is still being 
used by merchants as a reason why 
they can’t pay more for what we grow.

Cow ‘* Overdone ”’ 


HAT a load of trouble we 

give ourselves when we 
ignore nature’s signs or “overdo” 
things. We had a cow steamed up a 
bit, was late calving and dripped milk 
from her teats; with the seals broken, 
germs penetrated, I suppose, for she 
went down badly with mastitis the day 
she calved. 

This persisted for some time and 
with her milk gone she was put to 
suckling calves, being extra fed to make 
her stand, her milk returned unnoticed 
until the calves were scouring. 

Having got into the habit of eating 
and suckling she resolutely refused to 
give her milk in the parlour, which is 
not geared up for feeding! She is now 
being hand-milked in a box and is 
yielding so well that she must be kept. 
What a bother it is when just one cow 
does not “ fit in” with the system, and 
it is all our own fault.

Not Clear 


R. WOOLLEY’S fleeting 

and non-committal remarks 
about the Common Market when he 
addressed the Farmers’ Club last week 
and the subsequent remarks from a 
number of members of the audience 
who thought that we should join the 
Six did little to blow away the mystery 
and misunderstanding that surrounds 
this crucial subject. 

And this “cloud of unknowing” 
exists throughout Europe; I would ven- 
ture to suggest that it exists as much 
in Brussels as in London. 

The E.E.C. is a mammoth social 
plan with a deep political basis—make 
no mistake, economics in general and 
agriculture in particular are merely 
stepping-stones. 


Not Anxious 


We are mistaken if we think 
that, so far as agriculture is concerned, 
the leaders of the Six are anxious for 
Britain to join. They would rather 
we delayed our decision until they 
have settled their own thorny prob- 
iems. What they do hope is that 
understanding will grow. 

And my goodness, how little we 
know about each other! What differ- 
ent views and experiences we have! 


Family Farm 


The agricultural policy of the 

Six, we are told, is aimed to foster 
the medium-size family farm; by this, I 
gather, they mean the family farm 
which employs one or two men. The 
very type of unit which is proving to 
be least economic in Britain to-day! 

And how are greater efficiency and 
higher agricultural incomes to be 
achieved? By specialization? Spread- 
ing the “ eggs-in-one-basket ” risk over 
the community? No, it seems the 
family farm will be encouraged still to 
have a few cows, a few pigs, a few 
acres of this, that and the other. 

Meanwhile there will be a planned 
drift from the land—industry wants 
manpower. 


In the Balance 


It is impossible to guess to what 
extent food production will increase. 
I am less confident than the agricul- 
tural leaders of the Six appear to be 
that surpluses will not arise. 

May I say here that many figures 
written into the European proposals 
should, I believe, be regarded merely 
as put there as a basis for discussion?

Speakers in Britain are far too apt to 
regard all figures as facts. 

But amid all the uncertainty, one 
thing is certain. Agricultural organiza- 
tions from throughout the Six countries 
are setting up their offices in Brussels. 
It is a case of, in the words of the 
popular song: “getting to know you.” 
This is the example we should follow 
before making any decision. 


Bred for Feed 


OMEONE who has been 

visiting the Welsh Plant 
Breeding Station at Aberystwyth has 
told me of the really interesting work 
being done there now. They have 
found, for example, that ryegrasses can 
be selected on the basis of their feed- 
ing qualities and that great variation 
exists between single plants. 

They expect that they will be able to 
breed from these and so in a few years’ 
time we should have a ryegrass devel- 
oped specifically for the nutritive value 
of the herbage rather than for the 
quantity or seasonal production which 
it can yield. 


Response to Nitrogen 








Another important development 
is that they have found single plants 
of ryegrass to respond in different 
ways to fertilizers. Some plants give 
poor response to high fertilizer treat- 
ment while others can _ respond 
massively. 

Similarly we can anticipate that 
before long we will have a nitrogen- 
efficient ryegrass as we have nitrogen- 
efficient cereals. 

Yet another point which will inter- 
est many: Aberystwyth is starting to 
select cocksfoot on the basis of its 
nutritional status. 


Mr. P. H. Andrews 


EW readers would have 
come in touch with Mr. 
P. H. Andrews who was head of the 
Ministry’s Fatstock Marketing Divi- 
sion till his death a few weeks ago. For 








the past ten years he had been badly 
crippled as a result of illness and 
operations, but carried on his work of 
administering a tricky Division and 
dealing with all the problems of live 
stock subsidies, 

Although he mostly lived in an in- 
valid chair he travelled up from 
Guildford to London to attend confer- 
ences and committee meetings and I 
know from conversations with him 
what an acute mind he brought to bear 
both on his own job and on the world 
at large. 


European Outlook... 





E are, I think, still behind 

some of our European 
neighbours in making and maintaining 
contacts with non-Commonwealth 
countries. From an associate who keeps 
an eye on the German agricultural 
press I gather that a special foreign 
office has been formed by the com- 
bined German animal breeding and 
production associations. 

Chief Officer of this is Mr. Heino 
Messerschmidt, who is well known to 
a number of our British Animal Pro- 
duction Society members. He was 
recently invited to make a long tour of 
India and Thailand to advise on giving 
agricultural assistance to underdevel- 
oped countries. 

East Asian countries produce 40 per 
cent of the world’s cattle population 
and as much as 10 per cent of its milk 
German experts are being encouraged 
to join with other Europeans in giving 
assistance to these countries. 


Hopeful 


O it is not only the city 
capitalists who _ dislike 
income tax! I am told that the sub- 
ject is coming up frequently at county 
conferences of the National Union of 
Agricultural Workers. 
The workers want the Government 
to exempt overtime earnings. 
Who wouldn’t! 





‘Acreed’ Price Review 
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On Thursday ? 


Money Diverted for New National 
Marketing Plan 


NEW scheme to develop agricultural marketing on a national scale will 
be announced together with the Price Review award on Thursday. I 
understand that, although the discussions have not been as “easy” as 


had been expected this will be an agreed settlement. 


Lord (Tom) Williams will 


make his “maiden” speech in the House of Lords when he opens a debate on 


the Price Review on March 29. 

As I forecast in January (FARMER & 
STOCK- “BREEDER, Jan. 24, p. 53), no 

“new” money will be provided from the 
Exchequer for the new marketing 
scheme but there will be a diversion of 
Price Review funds for this purpose. 

The Government and the N.F.U. 
appear to be agreed that the farming 
industry should, in Mr. Soames’ words, 
“ put as much ingenuity and effort into 
grading and marketing as into produc- 
tion.” 

A hint as to the way in which this 
may be done was given by Mr. Woolley 
when he told the Farmers’ Club last Wed- 
nesday that the N.F.U, “is the only body 
which at the present time is capable, 
through central initiative and guidance, of 
harnessing the energies of individual 
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producers towards constructive develop- 
ment in the commercial and marketing 
spheres.” 

He said that the Union should be able 
to provide expert and considered informa- 
tion and advice to “ groups of people who 
are reaching out into co-operative market- 
ing. 


Council Not Likely 

It seems unlikely that there will be an 
agricultural marketing council on the lines 
of the Horticultural Marketing Council 
which has a formal constitution and mem- 
bers representing various interests. 


The agricultural scheme is expected | 


to be restricted to producers and to con- 
centrate upon national advertising for 
British produce and upon assistance to 
local co-operative marketing schemes. 


Announcements about a proposed 
system of registered barley contracts and 
revised arrangements for pig marketing 
are expected to be included in the Price 
Review White Paper to be published on 
Thursday. The Minister is also likely to 
reveal the Government’s decision on the 
N.F.U.’s request for an international con- 
ference of barley exporting countries. 

The debate in the Lords on March 29 
will be a full-dress affair and will cover 
the whole range of “the state of agricul- 
ture” as well as the Price Review. There 
will be a similar debate in the Commons 
in the first week of May.

EADQUARTERS have been urged

“A rescue operation,” he called it, 
harvesting up to five tons per acre of 
saleable ware-quality King Edwards and 
up to six tons of Majestics—plus two 
or three tons per acre of stock feed 


quality—salvaging only about one-third 
to one-half of a normal crop. 

Ware potatoes could not be heaped; they 
were going off the farm at not more 
than three days old, 

At Strutt & Parker’s Valley Farm, Thorpe 
Morieux, Suffolk, Majestics were com- 
ing out “a bit wet” but—after hand- 
ling—a clean, bright sample, better than 
those in stores and no trouble to sel] to 
merchants. 

None had been returned (the experience 
of some growers) and there had been 
no complaints. 

Are there now too many potatoes in stores 
and clamps? “TI can see the position 
arising,” said Mr. Lepper, “when we 
shall have surplus good potatoes still 
clamped after English potatoes are off 
the market.”

pleased on the whole. Barring four strips 
missed by the aircraft and one acre I 
could not harrow because the land was 
too wet, I think it looks very well.”

In this matter the N.F.U. and M.M.B.

If local authorities 
stipulate that Town and Country Planning 
permission must be obtained (and a 
dealer’s licence) before robot sales can 
start, then the ruling must be applied 
firmly and not selectively. The situation 
is far from clear. 

In almost every overspill or satellite 
town, milk venders are banned, They are 
considered an eyesore and not an amenity. 
The M.M.B, are appealing frequently, but 
without conspicuous success. 

This is another front on which the 
battle for sites must be waged and won 
for the producer, otherwise those six- 
pences will land in someone else’s lap.

TREAMLINED factory methods of pig production undoubtedly increased 
efficiency and hence profitability, but nevertheless such methods inevitably 
increased disease risk. So said Mr. David Bellis, B-O.C.M. chief pig adviser, 


at Gloucester last week. “I may be pessimistic, but I believe that 90 per cent 

of our pigs suffer from some sort of clinical or subclinical disease,” he said. 

Diseases caused by overcrowding in human populations receded as housing and 

nutrition improved, he pointed out. 

“Ang “The moral of this. is obvious—as we 

intensify our pig production so we must 
look to our housing and feeding. 

“Tn intensive pig production don’t risk 
feeding a marginal diet—it just isn’t 

S| worth it,” advised Mr. Bellis, 

On feeding, he emphasized the import- 
ance of correct feeding of the in-pig sow, 
to achieve maximum birth weights of the 
piglets. 

Figures from the 150-sow herd at 
B.O.C.M.’s Colworth Farm in Bedford- 
shire, showed that pigs which weighed 
between 2 and 2}lb at birth averaged 
33.8lb at eight weeks and 46 per cent 
died. 


Heavier Weights 
But where pigs weighed from 34 to 
3jlb at birth, 87 per cent survived to 
| eight weeks at an average weight of 47Ib. 
| And the higher a pig’s 8-week weight, 
| the fewer-days it took to fatten, the better 
its food conversion and the greater likeli- 
hood of its making grade 
High birth weights were helped greatly 
by individual feeding of the in-pig sow, 
| by correct composition of the ration and 
by stepping up the feed during the last 
month of pregnancy.

This is applicable particularly to meat. 


There is virtually no 


publicity for home-produced fresh meat at the moment except in a limited way 


for pork. 


In the face of competition from all quarters of the globe, our meat 


industry has been content to let its products sell themselves. 


Home-killed meat commands a premium 
over imports because of enhanced flavour 
and freshness, but surely it would be 
sound business to promote our own meat 
as we do our dairy produce and eggs? 
New Zealand finds it profitable to spend 
£160,000 a year on advertising lamb.

Too Long Between Litters 


Farrowing Interval Averages 191 Days 
—Piglet Losses Even Greater in Winter 


VERAGE interval between the farrowings of recorded sows is 191 days, 
which means that the sows cannot be averaging two litters a year 


This 


is one of the points brought out in the Pig Industry Development 
Authority’s second report on pig recording, which covers the six winter months 


of October, 1959, to March, 1960. 


And compared with the summer period 


covered by the previous report, more pigs died between birth and weaning. 


__ The report is again in two sections. ; 
The first deals with Part I of the record- | 
ing scheme, intended for pedigree | 
breeders, and covers 1,325 herds and 
19,200 litters. The second is concerned 
with Part II,- for commercial breeders 
‘1,363 herds, 8,600 litters). 


Two Litters a Year 

The report points out that an efficiently 
managed sow should be able to rear two 
litters a year, and that it costs’ nearly as 
much to feed and house a sow that raises 
one litter a year as a sow which has two 
litters. 

Most breeds had average farrowing 
intervals of 191-192 days, resulting in an 
average of 1.8 litters per annum. “ This 
is well below the two litters per annum 


at which sows should be farrowed, and 








P.I.D.A. suggests the following 
standards at which to aim. How 
does your herd measure up? 


@ Two litters per sow per year. 
@ Each litter of 12 strong, sturdy 


pigs born alive and each weigh- 
ing over 3lb, 


A litter of at least 130lb weight 
at three weeks, 


A litter of at least 400ib weight 
at eight weeks. 








means an average loss of almost two 
weaners per sow per year,” comments the 
report. 

P.I.D.A.’s first recording report (“F. & 
S.” Aug. 16, 1960, p. 54) drew attention 
to the high pre-weaning mortality, which 
resulted in one in five piglets being lost 
before the age of eight weeks. The cur- 
rent report shows that losses were even 
greater during the six winter months. 

Herds in Part I lost 23.6 per cent of 
pigs before weaning, compared with 20.9 
during the summer. The figures for Part | 
II were 26.1 and 20.4. 


More Indoors 

In both parts of the scheme, average 
size of litters born indoors was slightly 
larger than litters farrowed outdoors. 

Three-week litter weights showed room 
for improvement. In 82 per cent of Part 
I herds and 84 per cent of Part II herds, 
litters at this age averaged less than 130lb. 
“The minimum aim should be 130lb,” 
says the report. 

Litters which were heaviest at three 
weeks also tended to be heaviest at eight 
weeks. Of those weighing over 140lb 
at three weeks, 70 per cent weighed over 
400Ib and only 3 per cent weighed under 
300Ib.

In Part I, sows produced the heaviest 





litter weights at three weeks with their 
third litters, and after this the weights 
Fifth litters were the heaviest at 
three weeks in Part II 

Heavy average litter weights both at 
and at eight weeks are 
clearly connected with better grading 
results at bacon weight. 

Three-quarters of the pigs in Part I 
herds which averaged 130lb and over at 
three weeks were in the quality premium 
grades compared with only 63 per cent 
in herds which averaged less than 90Ib. 

Similarly, almost 80 per cent of pigs in 
herds which averaged over 400lb at 
weaning were in quality grades, com- 
pared with only 64 per cent with an 
average of under 280lb.

ON QUALITY 
MONG the new tables in the P.LD.A. 
report are several which analyse bacon 
grading results. These show that the 
best results for pure-bred pigs in Part I 
were achieved by Landrace, with a total 
of 77 per cent in the quality premium 
grades AA+ and AA. In Part II, Land- 
race also led. with 73 per cent in these 

grades, 

Of the crossbreds in Part I, Large 
White/Landrace attained 82 per cenr and 
the Landrace/Large White cross 70.5 per 
cent, In Part II, Large White/Land- 
race recorded 66 per cent and the reverse 
cros§ 62.5 per cent. 

The report shows that it is quite pos- 
sible to get pigs to bacon weight quickly 
and still achieve good grading results. A 
high proportion of pigs under 185 days 
at slaughter achieved quality premium 
grades, 

Best grading results were in the 
Northern region and Scotland, with 75 
and 74 per cent respectively in the quality 
grades,

FIELD HYGIENE 
TO CONTROL 
VIRUS YELLOWS 


PRAYING of sugar beet as a 
routine measure to prevent virus 
yellows was not advocated by 

Dr. R. Hull, head of Rothamsted’s 
Dunholme Field Station, when he 
spoke at Bury St. Edmunds last week. 
Dr. Hull said, “ My philosophy is that 
one should not spray unless there is 
good reason and the increase in yield 
covers the cost of spraying.” 

Cleaning up sources of infection might 
seem a policy of despair, but it was a very 
important aspect of disease control. 
Hygiene would never eliminate the disease, 
but no sound alternative had been found. 


Genetic Single-Seed 

“We have reached the stage where 
sugar beet of good yield and quality can 
be grown without hand work, and I look 
forward to the time when this will be 
normal practice.” So said Dr. S. Eller- 
ton, of Bush Johnsons, Ltd., when he 
addressed Essex sugar beet growers of 
Colchester. 

“We now have a genetic single-seed 
beet variety with yield fully equal to 
commercial varieties,” he said. “As yet 
it is only available in small quantities on 
the domestic market, but it will enable 
machinery engineers and a few farmers 
to ‘have a go.’” 

The shape of the seed, however, would 
make modifications necessary to precision 
drills, and cleaning in the row would be 
more difficult than with ordinary seed. 

“ This is where selective weed-killers 
come in,” he said. They were expen- 
sive, so band spraying seemed indicated. 

Sowing rates for genetic monogerm 
seed were given by Dr. Ellerton as 2-241b 
per acre for the six to eight-sixtyfourth 
grade, 4lb per acre for the eight to ten- 
sixtyfourth grade. The cost of band 
spraying—in 7in bands—was from £2 to 
over £6 per acre, according to soil type.

This was 
emphasized at a recent Brussels meeting 
of the Common Market’s agricultural com- 
mission, which made it clear that the Six 
are unwilling to accept any British associa- 
tion which excludes agriculture. 

The whole issue is to be discussed at 
the current Commonwealth Ministers’ 
Conference in London. There is little 
doubt that British agriculture would be 
under threat of sacrifice if a formula were 
found to overcome the Commonwealth 
objection to an agreement between the 
Six and the Seven.

But it is not a cheap process—it adds 
one stage to the guick-freezing routine, 
giving savings only because there is no 
need for refrigerated storage after manu- 
facture. ‘The dried material will keep 
for about two years in normal tempera- 
tures, and even in tropical climates up 
to at least six months. 


Two Possibilities 

In view of the relatively high cost of 
A.F.D., it appears to offer two principal 
fields for development. First, Forces’ 
rations which can rapidly be transported 
by air and need no special storage, and 
second, consumer packs, such as ready- 
made meals, etc. 

Another possibility is that it might be 
used to develop an export trade to tropical 
countries where meat is not at present 
widely used.

YOR carrying out experimental work with pre-emergence sprays for the 


cultivators and a soil injection unit has been developed by Dr. E. K. Wood- 
ford of the Oxford University Department of Agriculture, with the co-operation 
of the N.I.A.E. The principles on which the design is based are relevant to the 
treatment of any row-crop, but more especially to sugar beet. 


It is semi-mounted with two castor 
wheels at the rear for easy turning. It is 
designed to fit on to the draught links 
of either a Ferguson 20 or M.-F. 35 
tractor. 

The tractor top link is so coupled as to 
actuate a linkage attached to the frame, 
which provides extra lift for the seed 
drills without moving the rear castor 
wheels off the ground. 


Any Depth 

The twin 9-in wide rotary cultivators 
are p.t.o.-driven via bevel gears, chains 
and sprockets, and are geared to give a 
rotor speed of 298 r.p.m. They only 
operate in front of the two centre seed 
drills and can be set to work at any 
depth between one and four inches. Both 
units are free to “ float” to enable a con- 
stant working depth to be obtained. 

The Stanhay seed drills are of the con- 
ventional spacing type, operated by vee- 
belt from the rear soil compressing land 
wheels. The two outside units are com- 
pletely standard but on the two centre

ones, behind the rotary cultivators, there 
are two 12in diameter, 12in wide rollers. 
These ensure good consolidation for rapid 
germination, and an even surface for 
down-the-row thinning. 

A hand-operated wheel on the linkage 
attachment on the frame can be quickly 
adjusted to control the pressure on the 
drills. 

Herbicide is applied by means of a 
modified Oxford precision sprayer 
mounted on the machine, and is con- 
trolled by the tractor driver. This set-up 
comprises a compressed aftr cylinder and 
a small spray tank. The nozzles are so 
positioned that a band of spray can either 
be applied in front of each rotary culti- 


vator or behind each drill as required for 
different experiments. 

Results from the preliminary trials 
show that sowing immediately after culti- 
vating does not have an adverse effect on 
the germination of the seed. It is ex- 
pected to carry out more trials in the 
future in order to find out the most 
effective depth for mixing soil and 
herbicide. 

Another promising feature of the trials 
has been the low incidence of serious 
crop damage resulting from the herbicide 
placement, 

Of future developments, Dr. E. K. 
Woodford said that it is hoped to use a 
similar type of machine for fertilizer 
placement.

Fewer Farm Deaths 


Last year’s toll was 59—but 
safety need stressed 


ESPITE a serious increase in indus- 

trial accidents last year, there were 
14 fewer people killed on the farms of 
England and Wales. Industrial accidents 
totalled 190,000, of which 665 were fatal. 
In agriculture deaths dropped from 75 
to 59, 

Commenting on these figures, Ald. 
E. G. Gooch, President of the National 
Union of Agricultural Workers, told a 
Union conference in Kent on Saturday : 
“We in agriculture are hoping that the 
regulations made under the Act of 
1956 will greatly reduce the number of 
accidents on the farm. 

“Nine sets of regulations have now 
been made and most of them are in force, 
but every new regulation stresses the 
need for more safety inspectors and 
periodical visits to farms.”

But he is no blinkered partisan. He 
recognizes that there is room for improve- 
ment and welcomes Mr. Rhys Thomas’ 
enterprise as a challenge to societies to 
think about their affairs afresh 

He believes Mr. Rhys Thomas to be 
sincere and thinks that the group system 
has something to offer, but he does not 
agree with its economics. 

He gave me this personal summing- 
up of the situation: “I do not fear the 
group system. I think that in its present 
form it will appeal to a very small per- 
centage of farmers who, by reason of 
their special circumstances and outlook, 
are difficult to contain within an ortho- 
dox organization. 

“I don’t blame them for trying to im- 
prove their position nor would I do any- 
thing to hinder them, but if the move- 
ment spreads to a significant proportion of 
farmers it will mean that the majority— 
the most needy—may be in difficulties. 














Turnover Problem 

“It could mean a reduction in the 
turnover of agricultural co-operative soci- 
eties and private merchants’ trade, taking 
away the easiest part of their business and 
leaving them with the most difficult section 
of agriculture to service, and a consequent 
greater cost to those who can afford it 
least. 

“But I think that these two systems 
will find a state of equilibrium, The 
co-operative movement can provide very 
largely for these groups of people 1f 
there are compromises on both sides 
and an acceptance of the fact that ser- 
vices have a value to the farmer.” 
What about the savings which groups 

claim for their members? I asked. Mr. 
Bradshaw pointed out that his Society 
had always been prepared to hand on the 
savings effected by any of its members 
who, for example, elected to pay cash with 
orders, or collected from central depots or 
ports, but they could not be allowed to 
contract out altogether from their obliga- 
tions to the Society as a whole. 


Not Long Term 

He does not think that the groups have 
any long-term application, although some 
of them might stick by following more 
closely the pattern of established agricul- 
tural co-operation. 

Their main value, 1o his mind, is that 
they represent a challenge to the co- 
operative movement and to the trade as 
a whole to examine their present 
methods of trading and see whether, b\ 
rationalization, some more direct bene- 
fits may be provided for farmers.

the biggest Societies in the country, with 
a turnover of about £84m last year, more 
than 8,000 members and a staff of 1,300 

It was started in 1871 for very much the 
same reasons as prompted the formation 
of the group system, except that the 
emphasis was on safeguarding quality. 

Last year, the Society marketed almost 
200m eggs; it has its own compound 
feedingstuffs mills at Warrington, to which 
supplies ar¢ taken direct from Liverpool. 
Present production of 1,500 tons a week 
is to be doubled. 

The Society has a building department 
employing 150 people, and its own ad- 
visory service, 


Too Expensive ? 

Advocates of the group system say that 
these services are too elaborate and ex- 
pensive. Mr. Bradshaw counters by 
pointing out that the pattern of service 
has been evolved to suit the majority of 
members. 

He is convinced that if a vote were 
taken members would be overwhelm- 
ingly in favour of retaining these ser- 
vices rather than stripping the activities 
of the Society to the bare bones in order 
to pay bigger discounts. 

“But it may be that our service is a 
bit too comprehensive,” he admits. “We 
might do some farmers a greater service 
by encouraging them to think more for 
themselves and anticipate their require- 
ments farther ahead. 


Reduce Costs 

“ By all means let us do all we can to 
reduce the costs of production, but it is 
essential to keep sufficient money in the 
movement to maintain adequate services, 
for the farmer. 

“I believe that in the next decade our 
concentration must be not so much on the 
sale of requirements but more on market- 
ing, which will need very heavy capital 
commitments. 

“We have just got to the stage when 
cour organizations, with the funds and 
facilities we have built up, could be most 
effectively harnessed to provide a really 
effective contribution in the improvement 
of the agricultural economy.” 


Prize Money Dropped 
—But Entries Up 


ESPITE a drop in prize money most 
classes attracted larger entries at last 
year’s Egham and Thorpe Royal Agricul- 
tural and Horticultural Association annual 
show in Surrey.

Should We Get 
Out While 
The Going 

Is Good? 


T’S just wonderful to be proved right. 


In August, 1958, I advised readers 


of this paper that if they owned their farms they would on balance be foolish 
to sell them even at the prices that then appeared extreme. In those days 
commercial chalkland farms were fetching £70 to £80 an acre and the odd one 
was topping the century. The other day I saw a not-very-special farm of over 
700 acres make £164 per acre. Other farms of similar and larger size have, 
within the last twelve months, topped £200 _* acre, but these have usually 


had some special amenity value. 
While some of these farms have been 
bought by professional farmers or their 


who have had no previous connection 
with farming and who, it seems, are 
mainly attracted by death-duty saving, 
by amenity, or possibly they have not 
yet heard that farming losses cannot 
always be set against other income.

You may have had the same thought two 


years ago when land was worth half its 
present price. If you had sold then, you 
might have covered the rise to some 
extent by investing in equities, but it’s 
doubtful if you would have done so well 
in a capital sense as if you had held 
your farm, even if it was not, and still 
is not, really earning what it should. 
Your capital gain has been infinitely 
more valuable then your revenue gain 
would have been. 


++ + 


Will this trend continue? Equity shares 


are popular as a hedge against inflation 
because they represent the ownership 
of businesses, fixed assets and, more im- 
portant still, they provide a share of 
the increased monetary value of the 
trade done. These shares show low 
yields at present but they are in demand 
because holders y expect the 
profits of trade to rise in terms of 
money, either manage- 
ment or inflation. And the last few 
years has seen a tremendous rise in 
industrial profits 


The same can hardly be said of farming 


profits. They have been static, and 
even declining in many cases, particu- 
larly on the smal] farms which fetch 
the highest prices. The outlook for 
British farming, what with imports, 
over-production and the overall threat 
of the Common Market, is not particu- 
larly rosy. 

There are people who say that land is so 
short in England that it is bound to go 
on rising for all time. But it’s not all 
needed for building by a long, long way. 
If death-duty relief were removed I 
cannot see any real reason, apart from 
amenity, which is bound to be hap- 
hazard, for forcing the price of farming 
land much higher. 


++ + 


Those of us who have the bulk of our 
capital in land suffer a disability vis-a- 
vis those who invest in shares. That is, 
a lack of liquidity. If one makes paper 
profits on the stock markets they can be 
cashed by a telephone call to a banker 
or broker. Selling land is a complicated 
business at the best of times, and in any 
case it is almost impossible to sell off 
small bits in the way in which a small 
proportion of one’s shares can be sold. 

This is particularly frustrating to land- 
owners. Like everyone else, they may 
be in need of new capital and are in the 
position of sitting on an uncashable 
goldmine. Short of a sale they can only

The only help that can be given from a 
study of history confirms my theory that 
farming land values do follow farming 
profitability. Wiltshire farms were mak-

than £10 an acre in the "30s. 

If land prices remain at their present levels 
or even increase there is bound to be a 
gradual increase in the annual rental 
charge one way or another, as owners 
demand a return on their money. Most 
farms are lowly rented because they were 
bought cheap. Suppose these light-land 
farms carry a charge of £3 an acre and 
have a net output of £30 annually from 
the land itself.

FARMING FOR PROFITS: 4. The arable farm 


Keeping Up With The 


Mechanized Joneses 


RABLE farming on decent land and on a sufficient scale has fulfilled all the 


requirements for financial success for the past 20 years. 


There have been 


high prices in relation to costs and to prices for live stock products, and the 
prices have been guaranteed for nearly all the arable cash crops. Most of the 


crops are intensive, yielding a high output per acre. 


There is a quick turnover 


of working capital—almost always in less than a year. There is a lower risk 
factor than in live stock farming, even during wet harvests and even though some 
setback like wheat bulb fly or root eelworm might appear from nowhere from 
time to time. And, in general, there is a good deal of flexibility in cropping and 


stocking programmes on arable farms. 

All this adds up to arable farmers be- 
ing in a fortunate position, Many less 
fortunate farmers aspire to exchange a 
milk or mixed-farming business for an 


arable farm; and who ag blame them | 


when they see these—figures 
which although aie y tome only two 
or three parts of the country are a fair 
reflection of conditions in all the main 
arable areas? These are all high-income 
— most successful men at their 
job: 


small arable farm, for the small-farm 
problem is not confined to milk and live 
stock producers. 

There are many smal! farms in the 
east and to some extent in other parts of 
the country where men are attempting to 
live off 50 or 60 acres of land run on a 
sort of Norfolk four-course rotation, with 
a little calf-rearing and some pigs and 
poultry. Their costs are usually high in 
relation to the output from the business,

On Light Land 
If you are on lighter, poorer land and 
have to rely on leys to provide the break 
in your cereal rotation you have to lower 
your sights a little. The output may be 
down to perhaps £30-£40 per acre, with 
profits of around £8-£10 per acre, de- 
pending on how the leys are used— 
through milk, beef, or sheep. 
This is all a very pleasant picture, 
= there are cracks here and there in 
perity of arable farming. Not 
a arable farmers reap high rewards, For 
some, the reasons for low profits are be- 
ond their control; for others, profits can 
ang improved substantially by the 
weaknesses in the farm business. 
First of all there is the problem of the 


and there is seldom an easy way of solving 
the problem of high unit costs on the 
arable part of the business. 

Machines must be available to do the 
succession of jobs on the land; and as 
machinery syndicates are more popular 
with the bigger farmers, the choice facing 
the small arable farmer is between having 
sufficient mechanical syength and there- 
fore high production costs or relying on 
contract work with the possibilities of 
missed opportunities—from getting the 
seed rag 28 wae ready to harvesting corn when 
the sun shines. 

Nevertheless, a greater dependence 
on contract work would improve profits 
from many of the small arable farms. 
Buying second-hand machinery is also 

a means of keeping machinery costs to a 
reasonable level on the smaller farms, and 
could well be adopted more extensively. 

Buildings for live stock are frequently 
poor or non-existent, and although there 
might be ample justification for spending 
money on cow turning to 
milk production, many of these arable 


farmers have a rooted, almost traditional, 
objection to the job. 

The net farm income on these holdings 
is often very low, and without ltry 
and pigs many of the farmers would have 
been submerged years ago. 

Fundamentally, the difficulty is that 
small-scale arable farming in a mech- 
anized age is an anachronism, and the 
future for many of the farmers must lie 
in an increasing emphasis on live stock. 

Another weakness in the normally 
prosperous arable scene is somewhat 
extraordinary, at any rate to those who do 
not spend much time with their noses in 
trading accounts of farms with above- 
average output and below-average profit. 

If, from an output of £50 to £60 per 
acre, many farmers are obtaining a mar- 
gin of £15- £20, something must be wrong 
in a case where the output is £60-£80 
and the margin only £5-£10. 


High Costs 

Quite clearly the costs are too high, and 
the reason why they are too high is inter- 
esting in many cases. High costs argue 
a waste of resources, a waste of which 
the farmer may be aware and disturbed 
about, or unaware and unworried by. 

In the arable parts of the country suc- 
cess is too often judged by evidence of 
continuing expansion, mot neces- 
sarily by success within an existing 
system. There is ee an obsession 
about expansion, not only in terms of 
raising output per acre but in a con- 
tinual search for new farms, additional 
enterprises, and new ways in which to 
invest money. 

However, the return on the capital of 
these “expanded” farms is frequently 
low, with £1 or even 25s being spent to 
obtain £1’s worth of income. 

We expect this business of “ keeping up 
with the Joneses” to be prevalent in

What does all this testing mean in practical terms? It means that when the Fordson 
Dexta goes on to a farm it can do everything it is called upon to do all in a day’s 
work—and have a margin left for those extra demands which must occur in every 
farming year.

The Farms 


The land is in Kinross-shire, mostly on 
the site of a new disused war-time 
aerodrome, with runways, service roads, 
and accommodation sites carving it up 
into the most awkward shapes. 

Part of it is farmed by Mr. D. Russell, 
who has a mixed arable farm of about 
300 acres, with considerable livestock 
interests. It carries.a flock of pedigree 
Border Leicesters and a herd of Large 
Whites and Landrace, as well as cattle, 


where the emphasis has swung to beef 
from rearing Friesian heifers. The 
main crops are barley, oats and potatoes, 
with kale and turnips for the stock. 
Four tractors are employed. 

The remainder is on Mr. J. Suttee’s 
farm of some 130 acres, farmed to a 
similar pattern—with two tractors. 


The Land 


The land is a light-medium loam, 
partly stony, and some of it lying wet. 
It is typical of all Mid-Scotland, and 
similar land could be found in almost 
every county of Britain. As will be 
seen from the key to the plan, it 
includes fields in varying conditions— 
grass, stubble, and ex-root crops. 


The Ploughing 


All the ploughing is being done to the 
farmers’ requirements for their 1961 
crops. These call for deep ploughing 
(10/11 inches) and shallow ploughing 
(6/7 inches). The ploughing, in fact, 
is exactly what these farmers would 
have had to do all in their day’s work. 


The Tractors and 
Ploughs 


Two Fordson Dextas—both fitted with 
FR ploughs—are being used. One 
belongs to the farm, and the other Dexta 
was taken at random from the produc- 
tion line at Dagenham, and put straight 
on to this job. But, of course, no 
machine that has ail the testing going 
into every Fordson Dexta could be 
called ‘‘ untried.”

, . wa Tas use into perspective, it is mecessary to 
appreciate a number of facts. 

First, French breeds of sheep are al- 
most entirely based upon the Merino, 
which enjoys the common Mediterranean 
faculty of autumn lambing, with conse- 
quent mid-winter lamb rearing. 

Secondly, France has an acute shortage

of shepherds, even worse than the British 
scarcity; and to give the shepherd an 
environment in which he can work in his 
shirt sleeves throughout the winter is not 
unimportant. Moreover, the timidity of 
the Merino breeds makes close shepherd- 
ing necessary. 

And thirdly—although Frenchmen have 
now largely forgotten this—the continuing 
emphasis on wool in France kept alive the 
ancient practice of flock housing which 
disappeared in Britain when sheepmeat 
became more important than the fleece. 

The sheep, comfortably housed, will 
give a wool clip at least half as big again 
as its outwintered cousin; and retain all 
the fineness of staple which has been 
bred into it, and which is lost on cold 
wet clay. 

This reason for inwintering has now 
virtually disap: in France, with the 
decline in the price of Merino wool to 
the farmer to about 5s Ib; but the French 
flockmaster has found winter housing too 
useful a technique for fat lamb produc- 
tion to be given up. 


Two Types 

The Frenchman divides the problem of 
sheep house design into two parts. Shel- 
ter from rain and wind is all that is 
necessary for the pregnant ewe; and there- 
fore, the spring-lambing flocks are in what, 
in Britain, would be wagon hovels or 
roofed bullock yards; and their winter 
ration is a simple one of hay, silage, straw 
and chopped roots. 

For the autumn-lambing flock, in which 
the ewe suckles her lamb for the three or 
four months from October/November, the 
French flockmaster. provides as the ideal 
a house in which temperature can be kept 
around the optimum of 15 deg C (say 
60 deg F) for fat lamb growth, and in 
which ventilation and humidity can be 
controlled so that food is turned into 
flesh, not warmth. Between the two is a 
compromise in which the ram lamb can 
live comfortably but hardily. 


Cost of Housing 


The fat lamb house varies widely in 
the construction of its shell. A polebarn 
design is common in the simplest house, 
which can le accommodation at a 
capital cost of poco £2 a ewe. 

At the Centre Nationale de Recherches 
Zootechniques at Brouessy I saw a con- 
ventionally timber-framed and timber-clad 
house of broilerhouse design which is the 
next step uw . At the other extreme 
is the £10,000 palace of M. Pye near 
Trembley-le-Vicomte, which houses 500 
ewes and their lambs at a capital cost of 
£20 a ewe. 

Whatever the construction and cost of 
the sheep house, the standard accommoda- 
tion provided is about 0.8 to 1.0 sq metre 
a ewe, plus about 0.5 sq metre a lamb; or 
9-104 sq ft for a ewe and 13 sq ft for a 
ewe and a lamb. This is for ewes of 
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For the smaller flock—in this case 100 ewes—this type of sheep house is being developed. 
The upper part of the front is open and is closed in by straw mats in bad weather. With snow 
outside, the shepherd works inside in comfort. The door at the further end gives access to the 
food store, where the standard ration of sliced fodder beet, chaff and oats is prepared. Ewes

in this pen were rearing 31 lambs. 


110-120lb mature weight, and does not 
include rack or trough space. The usual 
sized pen holds 50 ewes, 

All but the simplest fat lamb houses are 
in units of three pens. The ewes are in 
the outer two; the lambs in the inner pen 
between. The tambs, which are separated 
from their dams once they begin to take 
hand feed; can then disperse into either 
of the two outer pens of ewes for suck- 
ling. Additionally, any one of the three 
= can be emptied into the other two 
or ease of littering or filling hay racks. 

In the house for pregnant or empty 
ewes, it is usual to leave one pen vacant, 
so that the ewes can be moved out of each 
pen in turn into the next, so that the 
tractor and trailer can bring in straw and 
hay unimpeded. In a 10-pen house, nine 
are occupied; pen 1, empty, is littered; the 


sheep from pen 2 are moved into it while 
pen 2 is littered; the pen 3 ewes go into 
the newly littered pen 2 while they are 
bedded down; and so on all down the 
line; and the process is reversed next day. 

No slatted floors are used, only straw. 
In the more elaborate houses rising gates 
and racks are fitted; or, more often, a 
guillotine gate which lifts upwards, and 
not outwards against crowding stock. 

In the simpler houses a double-sided 
hayrack with a solid central division forms 
the partition between pens and, standing 
on the litter, rises with it. Simple eyes 
and bolts, or slots, join them together. 

In almost no instances do the housed 
ewes have access to a field, as in some 
Welsh and North Country ewe hog 
houses. They are entirely hand fed.

when he studies the latest 
sugar beet figures and sees that growers 
have achieved an all-time record of 
7,215,756 tons, representing 883,000 
tons of granulated sugar (see FARMER 
& STOCK-BREEDER March 7, p. 67). Is 
this, in fact, another crop that has 
reached the ceiling in terms of national 
requirements? 

At the last February Price Review it 
was recorded that each year the contract 
acreage was over-subscribed and that sugar 
was in ample supply. 

So the guaranteed price was reduced 
by 2s 6d per ton. But this has not 
stemmed the enthusiasm of growers who

have again offered more acres than the 
Corporation needs. And the Government 
has made it amply clear that there will be 
no new factories. 

Like other farm crops, sugar beet can- 
not be assessed on one year for long-term 
planning, Weather is the overriding factor 
and this year’s yield might tell a very 
different story. 

Comparing the periods 1945/6-1949/50 
with 1955/6-1959/60 we see that the 
average yield per crop acre has risen by 
26 per cent and the average sugar per acre 
by 24 per cent. But this has been achieved 
only by a tonnage increase and not by a 
better sugar content. It is significant that 
this campaign yielded a record tonnage but 
an all-time low in sugar content—14.98 
per cent. 


Money for Research 

So growers are efficiently advancing in 
one direction and, retreating in another, 
and this is one factor to which enquiries 
must be directed now that there will be 
more money available for research and 
education. Why is sugar content fall- 
ing? Perhaps because there is a faulty 
fertilizer balance. 

Obviously we should be aiming to 
reverse the present trend in sugar content. 
To advance only on tonnage per acre is to 
put an undue’ pressure on _ harvesting 
operations in a difficult season, to increase 
the haulage problem and to overload 
factory facilities, efficient as these have 
become, 

The Government, of course, has to pre-

serve a nice balance between home 
supplies of sugar, those from the Com- 
monwealth and foreign purchases. At the 
moment, the nation’s white sugar needs 
are about 2.5 million tons, 

To this, home production will now 
subscribe 883,000 tons and the Common- 
wealth about 1.6 million tons on which it 
will receive the guaranteed price. 

Thus we see that in a good year, Britain 
and the Commonwealth can completely fill 
our sugar needs which, unfortunately, are 
fairly static; this is not a commodity open 
to a great deal of boosting.

OTATO sales to the public will not increase by washing them and putting 
them in plastic bags, says Mr. Terry Shead. He runs, with his brother Mr. 
Tony Shead, a direct potato supply business from Carshalton, Surrey, buying 
potatoes wholesale. The Shead brothers have been in business for just over a 
year and have increased their trade from just a few friends to between 1,500 to 


2,000 customers. 


The potential is tremendous, they feel, 
and customers freely admit that they use 
far more potatoes when they are delivered 
to their doors in good condition and in 
larger quantities than when they bought 
a few pounds from the greengrocer or a 
plastic bag from the self-service store, 

Red varieties are the most popular with 
their customers, and they have found 
that it does not pay to wash potatoes.

will be assessed by retaining gilts from each ligtes tested and serving them by 


standard boars at the testing station. 

The new testing station is to be set up 
and run by T. Wall & Sons (Meat and 
Handy Foods), Ltd., and they have 
bought a 50-acre farm near Tring, Herts, 
for the purpose. 

The station will initially test 70 boars 
per year, covering 280 litters. Each boar 
will be assessed for three separate factors : 


1. Testing of four litters from each 
boar for fattening and growth efficiency 
and economic fattener production. 


2. Testing for total lean content and 
distribution of lean throughout the car- 
case by complete carcase dissection of 
half the pigs from each litter. 


3. Testing boars through | their 
daughters for mothering and milking 
efficiency for economic weaner 
production. 

Testing will be carried out by submit- 
ting four litters out of four unrelated dams, 
with eight pigs being accepted from each 
litter. 


Equal Numbers 

As far as possible, equal numbers of 
gilts and hogs will be tested for each boar. 
The maximum sex variation allowed will 
be 18:14 in either direction. 

All pigs will be pure bred. To elimi- 
nate seasonal effects, one litter will be 
submitted in each quarter of the year. 

Housing will be standard and the ad lib. 
feeding will be of a standard 17 per cent 
growers’ ration to 140lb live weight and 
standard 14 per cent finishing ration from 
140lb to 260lb. 

Wall’s claim the scheme has five main 
advantages : 

1. Submission of four full litters 
ensures repeatability of a boar’s per- 
formance. 

2. The use of standard and efficient 
housing ensures that any efficient pig unit 
should be able to repeat the results.

3. esi are tested for their 
potential by ad lib. and pen feeding. 


4. Carcase dissection gives accurate 
and realistic assessment of the trade’s 
needs. 


$. The boar’s ability to produce good 
female stock is also tested. 

The progeny test will be free, weaners 
submitted for testing being bought at 
commercial prices. Gilts not dissected 
will be offered back to breeders at cost of 
production prices.

HILE agreeing with much of 

what John Cherrington says 
Feb. 21, p. 85), I must cross swords 
with him in his dogmatic statement 
that buying groups are bound to fail. 
These groups are doing a useful job 
and are supplying a very wide range 
of goods at substantial discounts and 
in many cases direct from manufac- 
turers. 

Ic is, of course, true that by hard bargain- 
ing a larger farmer can often obtain very 
good terms as an individual, but he 
must remember that not all farmers are 
such big buyers as he may be and con- 


sequently are unable to obtain anything 
like such good terms as the farmers 
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Kent’s University Should be 
at Wye, Not Canterbury 


HE farming community as a whole shows a surprising understanding of the 
problems concerned with the education of the farmers of to-morrow. To 
many of the farming community, it seems, the fact that there are agricul- 

tural faculties such as Wye is an insurance that the future of British farming 
can look forward with some security. Few, however, realize that there is a plan 
afoot to build a new university of Kent at Canterbury, and that one of factors 
offered in favour of its being built at Canterbury rather than anywhere else is the 
fact that Canterbury is near to the ented university set-up at Wye. 

We, here, take this as an indication that - - 


group can offer them. 

It is, unfortunately, true, however, that in 
many cases the small man, through a 
less acute business sense or some other 
reason, is unwilling to take such steps as 
would help him most. 

It would be more helpful to the con- 
tinued success of the buying groups 
if Mr. Cherrington were less pessi- 
mistic, especially in print. Those 
who are running these groups are 
well enough aware of the present and 
future difficulties associated with 
them. 

From the financial angle, Mr. Cherrington 
will realize that quite a small percent- 
age of profit is sufficient for the needs of 
an office if the turnover is large enough. 

Finally, let me assure Mr. Cherrington 
that the group with which I am asso- 
ciated is extremely unlikely to provide 
him with lavish entertainment at shows 
or anywhere else, although i should per- 
sonally be delighted to bargain with 
him over a “ pint” on a strictly recipro- 
cal basis. 


Wye, itself, may be integrated with the 
new university. We think that if this is 
the case, then it would be as well to press 
for the building of a modern, fully resi- 
dential, university here at Wye. 


All the facilities are here; there is land 
available for building; such a university 
would have the advantages of being 
centralized; it would create a university 
life of its own; it has many existing 
facilities; it is nearer the centre of Kent 
than is Canterbury; and there is a pool 
of university teachers here already. 
Moreover, the local people have long 

been used to having students in the area, 
with whom they get on remarkably well. 


Rural Tradition 





It is also felt by certain members of the 
community that the reason for building 
at Canterbury may be in some way con- 
nected with the church. This surely is 
rather a narrow attitude, to build a uni- 
versity at Canterbury just because it has 
been a Christian centre for so long. We 
think that perhaps the rural tradition 
would do more for such a university. 

We can think of many reasons why the 
new university should be at Wye; not 
because of any inspired sympathy towards 
the college, but rather due 
to the fact that students 
to-day are thinking for 
themselves; after all, when 
the university is built, we 
will no longer be at Wye.

This type of abuse has been seen in 
the Health Service. 

The TV Vet said he was overworked; 
in this case the most serious cases would 
probably die before he got round to see- 
ing them 

As for charges, we are witnesses of such 
a scheme where the charges increase 
periodically and after a while we should 
be paying so much towards expensive 
drugs, etc. From my point of view, this 
is just a means of the good farmer sub- 
sidizing the poor and inefficient.

This Cost and That 


OUR correspondent has certainly got 

hold of the wrong end of the stick 
in his article ““ How to make money ” (Feb. 
14, page 98). Quite rightly he refers to 
the importance of distinguishing between 
fixed and variable costs in farm planning, 
but then he goes on to say that changing 
an acre from wheat to potatoes would 
affect the fixed as well as the variable 
costs, 

Surely the increase in total farm profit 
would be £25, i.e., the difference between 
the gross margins of the two crops, and 
not £8 as he has calculated? 

Incidentally, this approach is not quite 
as new as he seems to suggest. The eco- 
nomists at Durham University were cer- 
tainly using it two years ago when they 
came to discuss ways in which I could 
simplify my farming system. 

On this occasion we concluded that 
single-suckled calves were a more profit- 
able proposition than winter wheat at 
35cwt per acre, as far as using the best 
land on the farm is concerned 

The fact that they grazed also on some 
cough land during the summer was of no 
mportance, as this was in any case the 
ynly way in which it would be used. Ex- 
yerience since then has shown that our 
sonclusions were sound.

Helped to Move 
The Potatoes 


Y potatoes were harvested late 

and very dirty and stored in 
barns to a depth of 7ft; chimneys of 
straw were made as a rather unsuc- 
cessful method of ventilation and, 
as might be expected, they have 
heated and grown and are, if any- 
thing, wetter than when they came 
In. 

Dressing over a rotary Bedlington riddler 
straight from the heap was first tried 
ind found uneuccessful. The potatoes 
were then forked over and allowed to 
dry for a day or two before dressing in 
the same way. This was. slightly 
better, but the rate of output for four 
men, one of them being myself, was 
still 4cwt per hour, most of the potatoes 
having to be wiped by hand 

Apart from being far too expensive, this 
method would have left no time for 
other important jcbs, and spr.ng was 
approaching rapidly. 

Finally, using the riddler to remove some 
of the dirt, I filled large thin hessian 
seed sacks, which hold approximately 
licwt of potatoes and, with the kind 
help and co-operation of a neighbour, 
who allowed me to use his 78-hole in- 
sack platform drier, dried them for a 
period of 8 hours at 90 deg F, after 
which the dirt proved to be no trouble. 
‘his method is still, of course, very ex- 
pensive, what with drying and my own 
transport there and back, not to men- 
tien twice over the riddle, but at least 
we are getting a move on and I won’t 
have to worry about the keeping quali- 
ues of the potatoes, which was doubtful 
due to the method of storing. The only 
effect of any heat being used is to make 
the sample slightly less bright, which 
could depress the price being paid by 
some buyers

Crystal Violet in Wilts 


WINE fever and the threat of con- 

sequent loss to pig farmers is in- 
creasing. To cut down this risk certain 
counties have pioneered a crystal violet 
vaccination scheme in which farmers are 
invited to participate, Wilts F.U. are 
now sponsoring a similar scheme which 
is being supported by veterinary associa- 
tions and auctioneers alike. 

The essence of the scheme is to pro- 
vide farmers with the opportunity to ‘buy 
and sell pigs so vaccinated, backed by a 
veterinary surgeon’s certificate and penned 
in separate accommodation at markets.

The Villages Will 
Become Depopulated 


IR JOHN CRASTER shows in his 

letter (Feb. 28, p. 128) that he is 
quite out of date on Liberal farm policy; 
and he is hardly fair to Mr. Malcolm 
Read’s well-written letter. For two years 
now the Government has _ warned 
farmers that if output is increased the 
guaranteed prices will have to be 
reduced. The only road to increased 
efficiency is higher output. 

Unless the Government changes its 
policy our whole countryside will even- 
tually be ranched in large farms, and the 
villages will become depopulated. These 
large farmers may be able to pay good 
rents, but the drift away from the land 
has gone far enough already. 


Slash Costs 


The Liberal Party considers that farm- 
ing costs are too high, because farmers 
pay too much for their fertilizers, protein 
feedingstuffs, tyres, machinery and other 
requisites. By removing import duties, 
and breaking price rings on all farmers’ 
tools and materials, we could slash farm- 
ing costs by £100 million a year. 

If this was done we would produce 
food on British farms more cheaply than 
in Holland and Denmark, and then 
farmers would be able to increase produc- 
tion without imposing an_ intolerable 
burden on the Exchequer.

It would not, 1 am sorry to tell you, be 
legally correct to sell the caravan. It is

“breach of warranty of title”: you would 
have suld him something which was not 
yours.

F.A.O. efforts to improve seed stocks 

The percentage germination and appearance of a seed 
sample does not necessarily indicate its worth. 
Trueness to variety may be ensured by field approval 
and certification, and this is an important aspect of 
quality; but only if the sample is healthy and free 
from disease can it safely be presumed that it will 
produce a healthy and high-yielding crop. 

The Food and Agriculture Organisation of the 
United Nations has invited Agricultural Authorities 
all over the world to co-operate with each other in an 
endeavour to improve the quality of their countries’ 
stocks of seed. Only by this means can the yield of 
grain throughout the world be increased to meet the 
demands of ever-increasing populations.

Ear Cockle is 
almost a museum exhibit owing to the progressive 
efficiency of seed cleaning machinery.

Increasing concern over three cereal diseases 
But in recent years three diseases of cereals have been 
assuming greater relative importance; Official Seed 
Testing Stations are becoming increasingly concerned 
with them and are investigating their prevalence.

Navel-ill is caused by ae entering the 
system via the navel, and essentially a dis- 
ease of permanent lambing pens of 
infected pastures. The navel cord should 
be tied with string that has been put to 
soak in strong tincture of iodine, cut in 
length ready for the purpose. 
and navel may then be painted with 
iodine, and sealed with a dab of tar after 
the parts have dried off.—Vet. 


FLUKE FEARS 
My flock of Kerry Hills are coming down 
for lambing. They are in good condi- 
tion. After lambing would you advise 
dosing against fluke or worms?—L. E. 
Unless the land these sheep have been 
running on is infested by the mud snails. 
there is no reason to fear fluke disease. 
However, to be on the safe side, it would 
be just as well to send in samples of their 
droppings to a laboratory for a micro- 
scopical examination for the discovery, or 
otherwise, of fluke and worm eggs, before 
you give them any treatment. You have 
more reason to fear an outbreak of entero- 
toxemia and pulpy kidney disease, so it 
might be well to get them vaccinated 
against such conditions. If I were doing 
it I should use the polyvalent vaccine, 
which covers both of these and also 
“ strike.”—Vet,

ABREAST OF THINGS 


Are 5 acres sufficient for breeding and 
fattening Pyro as a business proposi- 
tion?—}.

Although a "small turkey breeder can 
still make a living, I feel that, in the near 
future, practically all breeding will be in 
the hands of the large breeders, who are 
able to employ geneticists and specialists 
so that their end product, ie., the turkey 
for the table, is consistent and meets mar- 
ket requirements.

HAY-BOX BROODER 


Can you give me the measurements of a 
hay-box chicken brooder?—H. M. (Co. 
Antrim).

TALL STORY 
We have planted a }-acre with Norway 
Spruce for Christmas trees. They are 
2 vears old and 18im high. Will they 
be able to compete successfully against 
nettles?-—R. A. (Norfolk). 
Norway spruce 2-year seedlings are 
usually ¢6in high and if yours are 18in 
they must have been grown under very 
artificial conditions. You will have to 
clean the nettles and any other rubbish 
from around the trees, two or three times 
each year, otherwise you will lose all your 
trees, and if any do survive they will take 
a long time to recover. The first clean- 
ing should be about the end of May or 
early June; clean again in August or 
according to the growth of the rubbish. 
Christmas trees should be grown slowly 
and not forced in any way. What you 
should aim at is a nice bushy tree with 
plenty of branches. If you force them 
you will get too much upright growth 
and not enough side. branches.—T. F 


ROLL OUT THE BARREL 


An ou drum has of late held tar and 
creosote. How can we make it all 
right for using for Diesel or vaporizing 
oil again?---M. F. (Yorks). 

Traces of tar or creosote will not inter- 

fere with the combustible properties of 

v.o. or Diesel. With this in mind, the only 

precaution you have to observe is to re- 

move possible stray particles of solid 
matter which may contaminate the tar and 
cling to the sides of the drum. These. if 
dislodged, might clog the fuel-feed 
mechanism of your vehicles. Fill your

drum to about one-tenth its capacity with 
Diesel or v.o. If the inside is accessible 
by a brush, scrub round thoroughly and 
drain off all the oil used for cleaning. If 
not, introduce the cleaning oil through 
the bung hole, close the hole and roll the 
drum about lit per day until it has turned 
once. In this manner the cleaning oil 
will have been in contact with the whole 
surface of the drum for 24 hours—a sufh- 
cient time to disselve any residual film of 
tarry substances from the walls. After 
thorough draining, the drum will be fit 
for use.—K. J

| F you keep just a few hundred hens it is not unlikely that you feel depressed. 


inefficient, old man, with your dirty little deep litter outfit using up surplus 
barley. Every hen that dies is in your debt and every egg you produce is 


down-graded and surplus to requirements. 


My advice? Don’t heed these hen 


magnates who want you out of business, but do make sure that your birds are 


really paying their way. Let’s discuss the matter. 


First of all let me reassure you, So 
long as there is a guaranteed price for 
eggs and a fairly lucrative prospect of 
sales at-the-door, your place in the mar- 
ket is assured. Don’t allow yourself to be 
kicked out of hens because the giants are 
coming in with 100,000 bird plants. 

Egg production can pay, provided man- 
agement is efficient. I don’t care whether 
you have 50 birds or 5,000 you can still 
make them worth while. They can cer- 
tainly be a profitable sideline to a general 
farm or smallhoiding—and even in diffi-

cult times be the backbone of it as they 


have in the past. e 
I do care, however, if you just keep a 


few hundred-odd birds and make no 


attempt to manage them. Stop reading 
now if you never practise culling and you 
hate the sight of hens. You're not mak ng 
your poultry pay and you don’t deserve 
a guaranteed price for the second-quality 
eggs you usually put out for the packer’s 
van. 

Now let’s have a look at your poultry 
unit. If the birds are running outdoors 
on range abandon all hope now, unless, 
that is, you can earn a useful premium on 
the eggs by selling them direct to those 
who eat them—I detest the word “con- 
sumer ”—with a “sunshine” tag to com- 
pensate for much lower production. 

Every economic study in the past five 
years confirms this view that birds on free 
range don’t pay. The exceptional unit

making 15s a head profit is sufficiently 
rare to warrant headlines—in fact I'd be 
glad to hear from you. 

The henyard was the first step in the 
change from Outdoor to In for the barn- 
door fowl. It didn’t last very long be- 
cause it was good in theory but hard work 
in practice. Now the same applies to 
deep litter units. 

Whether you keep your layers in a con- 
verted loft, disused cowshed or ultra- 
modern intensive shed, I should think the 
time has come to think furiously about 
switching to wire floors. 

It is true that deep litter can work very 
well, It does require managing, however, 
and during busy spells on the farm it is 
understandable if it gets neglected. 
There are snags and any defect in the unit 
is reflected in the litter. When that is a 
soggy, stinking mass any eggs you do pick 
up won’t be worth cleaning. 

Far better to eliminate any headaches 


for that way you improve on your eftici- 
ency, which is just what everyone assures 
you must be done to make any money 
from small units. 

There is nothing complicated about 
stickng a wire floor or slats into your 
existing pens. You can use Weldmesh or 
its equivalent and it takes no time to fix. 
But don’t think you can automatically 
treble the stocking rate without altering 
ventilation and other equipment to suit. 

The other alternative is cages. If you 
scoffed at them once, remember consid- 
erable progress has been made and the 
new multi-bird automatic cage units are 
worth investigating. 


Full control 

The important advantage of cages is 
that you gain complete control over the 
birds and very litth—well, in theory— 
can go wrong. Where there is borderline 
affection for the hen this system undoubt- 
edly scores. 

It has been said lately that small units 
score as a result of personal attention to 
detail. This I don’t deny. But at the 
same time it is important to appreciate 
that where hens are just one of several or 
many lines of production teo much faith 
should not rest in this sometimes doubtful 
benefit. 

It is better these days to ape the large- 
scale units and make your poultry outfit 
foolproof so that the stockmanship factor 
is a plus one. That way your profit mar- 
gin should be reasonably assured. It 
follows that the process of doubling-up 
the profitable unit is good policy

RETIRED Kent businessman, Mr. R. W. Powis, is apply- 
ing City methods to the production of hybrid pullets.

he is backing up his confidence in the future of hybrid 
stock by investing £50,000 in new housing and equipment and 


setting a production target of 150,000 growing and point-of-lay 
pullets a year. Another service is the testing of 50,000 laying birds 


a year of around 10 different commercial hybrids. 


Mr. Powis, whose 12-acre holding is at 
Harrietsham, will be able to advise cus- 
tomers on the best hybrid for their par- 
ticular conditions and he will have 
production and profit figures to back him. 

Plans have been made to build 10 new 
windowless battery houses, each holding 
3,000 birds. In addition, stock will be 
tested in the existing ex-army huts, and 
houses with wire and slatted floors 


High Wages 

The first new house is due to be built 
in August. The enterprise will be divided 
into self-contained units of two houses, 
each unit being the sole responsibility of 
one man. Each man will be paid a weekly 
wage of £15, plus a bonus. 


“ Paying high wages is the only way 
to recruit the type of man who can 
shoulder responsibility,” savs Mr. Powis. 


Each pair of houses will be run as an 
economical unit. Complete costings will 
be made and records kept of food eaten, 
and number and sizes of eggs produced, 
ensuring a complete picture of the per- 
formance of each hybrid under test. 

All figures will be entered on a special 
form so that customers can sum up the 


ws 


capabilities of each hybrid at a glance. 

When the enterprise is in full swing in 
1963, Mr. Powis will employ 20 men full- 
time with additional part-time house- 
cleaning and egg-collecting staff. The 
men in charge of the testing units will do 
no cleaning or egg collecting. 

“This allows them more time for jobs 
of greater value,” he stresses. “ The birds 
will be hand-fed to allow a closer watch 
to be kept on their condition.’ 

At present around 5,500 birds are under 
test in the existing buildings. And the 
figures show that the expansion of Mr. 
Powis’s enterprise is well justified. Food 
cost per dozen eggs averages around 
Is 13d throughout the laying season and 
total cost Is 10d. 


The hen house average per year ts 
between 220 and 250 eggs per bird, but 
a figure of 287 was achieved in one 14- 
month period. 


Perhaps the most startling figure is that 
for egg size. The average proportion of 
Large and Standard eggs is 94 per cent. 

“It must be remembered that these 
figures are for hybrid birds,” stresses Mr. 
Powis. “They have been criticized for 


The hybrids stay in these rearing units from eight weeks until they are sold. 
Eventually there will be 210 units, each holding 60 birds.

producing pigeon-size eggs, but this it 
only true when they are badly reared.” 

Mr. Powis buys day-old chicks from 
well-known hybrid breeders. Up to four 
weeks the chicks are his sole responsibility 
and after that the farm manager takes 
over 

“JT am very pernickety about gentle 
handling and cleanliness during rearing,” 
he readily admits. But he finds it pays 
dividends 

Rearing is done so that the stock under- 
goes the minimum of stress. Mr. Powis 
is working on a method which eliminates 
the need for crating the birds between 
stages. A specially designed carry-on cage 
will be used with spring-loaded wheels. 
These will be wheeled up to the brooders 
and the chicks transferred direct with ne 
crating. 


East Germany 


Buys Pullets 


R. RUDI STERNBERG, well- 

known British businessman, 
specializing in East-West trade, has just 
sold 11,000 Light Sussex day-old pullets 
to East Germany. It is believed that this 
is the first time that British pullets have 
been sold to that country. 

The pullets have been bought by Dia- 
Nahrung, the trading organization of the 
East German Ministry of Agriculture. 
They will be delivered in May, and it is 
hoped that 50,000 will be sold. 

Mr, Sternberg is making 
efforts to export British live 
Eastern European countries. Last year, 
he presented prize-winning pedigree 
cattle to the East German Minister of 
Foreign Trade for breeding experiments 
He has also had discussions on this sub- 
ject in Poland and the U.S.S.R.

ARMER’S daughter; mother of two 
sons; a Justice of the Peace; war 
time A.T.S. major with service in 

Somalia and Italy; erstwhile member of 
the London County Council and, prob- 
ably the hardest job of all, the wife of a 
politician. These are a few of the facets 
of the life of Mrs. Mary Vane, wife of 
Mr. W. M. F. Vane already well known 
to farmers as the recently-appointed Joint 
Parli Secretary to the Ministry 
of Agriculture and M.P. for Westmorland. 

As Mary Proby, daughter of Sir Richard 
Pro's who farmed on the clayland of 
West Suffolk all through the disastrous 
1920's, agriculture is one of her earliest 
recollections. Her father is believed to be 
the first British farmer to own a combine- 
harvester, was chairman of the West Suf- 
folk and Cambridge F.U. and one of 
the first growers to send sugar beet to the 
factory at Bury St. Edmunds. 


* * * 


After completing six years in the A.T.S. 
from 1939 to 1945, eventually with the 
rank of major, Miss Proby, as she then 
was, took a secretarial job in London. 
With more than just a liking for politics, 
she contested as a Conservative the 
Socialist seat of North Paddington in the 
London County Council, and carried off 
a substantial victory. 

But her political life was to be con- 
tinued in a rather different way. For in 
1949 her marriage to Mr. Vane, who had 
been an M.P. since 1945, took place. 

Since then they have occupied their 
beautiful and historic Cumberland home, 
Hutton-in-the-Forest, near Penrith, which 
Mr. Vane inherited in 1930. The house 
is too large for to-day’s needs, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Vane and their family live only 
in part of it. 

Other parts have been adapted as sep- 
afate accommodation for three other 
families, Finally, there is the 14th century 
pele tower, the long gallery and several 


other historic rooms which are unoccu- 
pied. 

The family consists of two sons, Richard 
aged nine, who is at school in Northamp- 
tonshire, and Christopher, aged eight who 
attends a local school in preparation for 
his transfer to Northampton next autumn. 

But farming still runs alongside politics, 
because the Hutton-in-the-Forest Estate 
includes 300 acres in hand, as well as a 
considerable area of woodland, which Mr. 
Vane now sees only at the weck-ends. 
When I visited Mrs. Vane, we discussed 
farming for most of the time; past, present 
and particularly its future. 

Recollections were exchanged and I 
shall not forget Mrs. Vane’s remark, “ One 
thing which is engraved on my mind more 
than anything else, is the distress which 
befell the farming community during the 
1920’s. I know what the collapse of the 
corn prices meant in West Suffolk.” 


* * * 

Most farmers’ wives who have had to 
abandon evenings out, due to combine- 
harvester breakdowns and cow calvings, 
will sympathize with Mrs. Vane when she 
says, “ The first lesson a politician’s wife 
learns is that no engagements are firm; 
anything is liable to be cancelled at very 
short notice to fit in with a politician’s 
duties. 

“Walking on the fells is one of our 
favourite recreations. Fortunately it needs 
no organizing at all and a cancellation puts 
no one out very much.” 

Even with her husband at Westminster 
all of the week and the children at school, 
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Mrs. Vane allows herself little time for 
leisure. The juvenile court as well as the 
local general court claim her as a magis- 
trate. The Cumberland County Council 
Health Committee, as well as several 
smaller committees, have the benefit of 
her varied experience. 

But the little leisure time which is pos- 
sible can hardly be described as idle. 
Gardening in the fine weather, reading— 
mostly travel books and biographies— 
during the winter evenings, takes up some 
of her spare time, and she is currently 
working on a piece of tapestry for the seat 
of one of the old chairs in the house. 


* * * 


Travel itself is now restricted to about 
ten days holiday, generally at Whitsun, 
with the school summer holidays spent at 
home. Both of her sons love natural his- 
tory and in this respect Hutton-in-the- 
Forest with its 500 acres of woodland 
provide everything for which any student 
could wish. 

As I was leaving Mrs. Vane’s log-fired 
drawing room, I noticed a lovely screen 
which had all the appearances of being 
skilfully hand painted. Mrs. Yane had 
just finished it; all made from Christmas 
cards and the pictures from the more de- 
corative advertiseme::ts such as we alli get. 

Each panel represented some industry, 
or other contemporary scene. The agri- 
cultural panel was especially conspicuous 
and several ancillary trades have their pic- 
torial works anenymously immortalized 
on Mrs. Vane’s mos: original screen.

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CHANCE 


JOY SIMMONS tells you how to keep 


a pot plant for; a second season 








EVERAL of the Christmas gift plants 

—erica, cyclamen, winter cherry, 
primula obconica and azalea—can be 
nursed through the summer to flower 
again mext winter. of erica and 
winter cherry goer should be pruned 
back to within 2in of their base immedi- 
ately after the flowers and berries fade, re- 
potting as new growth begins, usually in 
March or April. 

Plant erica, very firmly, in a mixture of 
two-thirds peat to one-third silver sand, 
adding sufficient sifted loam to give body 
to the compost; winter cherry in equal 
— sifted loam, leafmould and silver 


The winter cherry should be sprayed 
daily to encourage fresh shoots, pinching 
out the tips when 3in long. Both plants 
can stand outside or in a cold frame from 
June until September. 

Azaleas should be re-potted in three- 
parts peat, one-part loam, together with a 
little leafmould and silver sand. The 
bushes only need trimming into shape but 
like the winter cherry, they should be 
sprayed daily until June when the pots 
can stand outdoors in partial shade.

allow roots to dry out (use soft water), 

— spraying, a little fertilizer applied 
when the flower buds show, and a warm 

greenhouse from September to March. 

Cyclamen should be watered sparingly 
after blooming, leaving the plants almost 
dry from the end of watil July. If 
necessary, re-potting should be undertaken 
in July or August, using Prsapenn sifted 
loam to one-part leafmould and sand. 

Sit the corm on the surface, covering 
only the lower half with soil. Plants are 
generally housed in a cold frame during 
the summer, but if you haven’t a frame, 
sink the pots in the ground in the open. 

Easiest of the popular house plants to 
bring on a second time are the primulas. 
If you re-pot in Marca, in one-part loam, 
half-part each leafmould, rotted cow 
manure and silver sand, plunging the pot 
outdoors in a shady position as soon as 
the frosts pass, you will have no trouble 
until September when the plants must be 
transferred to a greenhouse or window- 
sill, in a room temperature of between 
45-55 deg. F. 


* * * 


Should geraniums (zonal pelargoniums) 
rooted from cuttings in autumn be re-pot- 
ted now? If you want really strong bed- 
ding plants, move them into larger pots 
when they start to show top growth. 

A compost made up of two-parts rich 
loam, one-part coarse sand, one-part rot- 
ted manure, with 4 sprinkling of bone- 
meal, suits these old-fashioned favourites. 
For a winter display, cuttings rooted in 
sandy soil, in a warm greenhouse or room, 
this month, should give you sizeable 
flowering plants by September.

HOME CURED BACON 
Can you tell me how long a home-cured 
pig will last? We plan to have one killed 
and cured shortly and hope to keep it 
until s.:mmer when all our friends usually 
visit us.—V. B. (Devon).

should last you at least nine months 
The hard cure pieces will be saltier than 
you are used to, but you can overcome this 
to a large extent by soaking for at least 
48 hours, with about 4 changes of water, 
before cooking by boiling, baking or cut- 
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ting off slices for frying. This is an advan-~ 
tage of curing in smaller joints. 

Factories will cure a pig for private 
customers for a small fee, but this is 
always by a wet brine method with a light 
cure. Bacon cured in March would have 
to be used by August, especially if it is a 
hot summer and you have no really cool, 
dark storage place. 

Don’t be tempted to seal your bacon in 
polythene bags for storage. It must have 
a certain amount of ventilation such as 
you get with greaseproof paper, otherwise 
you get anaerobic bacterial decomposition 
—or just plain rottenness!—M. A.

OT sandwiches—toasted, fried or 
baked—make an excellent supper 
in cold weather.

Pile into the rolls, put on the lids and 
put them in a moderate oven for a few 
minutes.
